Friday an Amazing Day in 
Coal Strike; More Achieved 
In One Day Than in Months! 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, March 4—(AP)—It was an amazing Fnday. In 


the morning, no end to the coal strike in sight. By evening, all but 
over. 


In one day John L. Lewis and the mine owners accomplished more 


than in all the months since last May, when they started their 
haggling. 


Why? 
You can guess: The 


failure of the Taft-Hartley act and 
the gimmicks in the president's 
message yesterday probably turn- 
ed the trick. 


Out Slnce.May 


Since last May, by working only 


three days a week and then by 
striking, the ^inert had been cut- 
ting down the nation's coal supply. 


The more that supply sinks and 


the greater the national crisis the 
better the position of the miners 
in getting the owners to meet their 
demands. 


That's because in crisis there's 


tremendous public pressure for a 
settlement not only on the miners 
but on the owners as well. 


That's true up to a point. The 


point is the Taft-Hartley act. Un- 
der that in time of crisis the gov- 
ernment can ask a court to order 
the strike's end. 


Under that procedure, if t h e 


workers disobey, the judge can 
wreck the union by fining it huge- 
ly for contempt—if there is evi- 
dence to show the union kept the 
workeri away. 


A Fierce Gamble 


In this case the government got 


the court order. But the miners, 
taking a fierce gamble on the 
future of their union, disobeyed. 


(If they had obeyed and begun 


mining new supplies of coal, all 
their sacrifice of millions of dol- 
lars in lost pay up to now would 
have been wasted. 
Their stnke 


would be smashed.) 


The miners won their gamble. 


Tho judge said there *"as no evi- 
dence that the union kept the men 
away. 


That was a great victory for 


Lewis' men and a blow to the mine 
owners' hope of winning. It must 
have weakened the owners' desire 
to continue the fight whose end no 
one could foresee 


The owners already had lost mil- 


lions of dollars by the shutdown. 
And, 
if the miners wouldn't return 


under a court order, there was no 
assurance they'd ever return, no 
matter what the government tried, 
unless the owners met their terms. 


One Hope Left 


There might, though, be o n e 


hope: If the government seized the 
mines. Then a strike would be a 
strike against the government. 


If the miners continued the 


strike under those circumstances, 
the public pressure 
no longer 


would be applied equally to own- 
ers and miners but would be con- 
centrated on the miners. 


It would be doubly nice for the 


owne-2 if the miners went to work 
for the government at their old

Miners Obtain 
Wage Increase 
And Benefits! 


Washington, March 4—(AP)—A sudden 
agreement 


giving John L. Lewis sweeping gains today heralded a swift 
end of the coal strike. 


The 372,000 miners, hard-hit after nearly a month of 


idleness, probably will troop back to work Monday if re- 
maining details can be worked out and a contract signed this 
weekend. Two United Mine Workers locals called back-to- 
work meetings for Sunday and there was jubiliation elr«s- 
where in the field. 


Deadlock Cracked Fast 


With the nation down to the bottom of its fuel bins, and 


industry almost to its knees, the 10-month-old deadlock 
started to crack with startling speed yesterday. 
v 
After hours of negotiating, government mediators an- 


nounced that Lewis and major operators had agreed on 
"fundamental principles" for a new contract. Southern op- 
erators still are balking, but they were expected to fall in 
line. 


The terms were not announced formally, but numerous 


sources on both sides agreed Lewis had won: (1) a 70-cent 
boost in the miner's daily wage to $14.75, and (2) a 10-cent

The surprise agreement came on the heels of an appeal 


by President Truman for power from congress to seize the 
strife-torn industry. He acted after the government had 
failed to end the strike with a Taft-Hartley act court in- 
junction against the miners. 


With peace in sight, congressional leaders were ready 


to junk the seizure plan. 


Plan Study of Industry 


But White House sources said the administration will 


go ahead with one of Mr. Truman's recommendations—a 
study of the "sick" coal industry. The president said the 
industry's declining markets, uncertain work year, and severe 
competition from other fuels are the underlying causes of ita 
continuing labor troubles. 


Attorney General McGrath said that the final settle- 


ment arrangement would prompt the government to drop its 
plan to appeal a federal court ruling acquitting the UMW of 
contempt. The justice department had brought charges 
against the union for the miners' defiance of a court no-stnke 
order. 


Acquittal by Judge Richmond B. Keech was 
what 


started the ball rolling toward an agreement. The prospect 
of industry seizure gave it another push. 


Proposed Legislation Unpopular 


Neither Lewis nor the operators liked the legislation 


Mr. Truman sent to congress—the miners because it barred 
any contract deal with the government, the operators because 
:t limited the amount of revenue they could get from their 
seized properties to "just compensation", a phrase that had 
them worried. 


With the president's message to congress, the solid 


front of operators against Lewis started falling apart. Word 
came that some big individual mine owners had decided to 
sign up with the union on the best terms they could get. 


George H. Love, representing the northern and western 


operators, and Harry Moses, representing steel interests, 
reportedly figured the time had come to do business with 
l<ewis. 


Dixie Mines to Fall in Line 


The result was a quick compromise by Love and Moses 


with Lewis. The southern operators were left out in the 
cold and presented with an accomplished fact. But there 
was little doubt the Dixie group would match the terms. 


In any case, Love and Moses speak for more than half 


he country's coal tonnage and with that back in production, 
he emergency situation would ease off fast. 


Even* with the contract signed and sealed, it may take 


several days for production to get really rolling, and even 
onger before the nation's coal stocks are out of the crisis 
stage. It will take a day or two just to get the mines back 
n working shape. 


In this connection, officials of the Interstate Commerce 


!ommission said there were no immediate plans for lifting 


the drastic curtailments in rail freight and passenger .service.

Old Dwellings 
Usually Need 
Plan Changes 


A fully satisfactory job of re- 


modeling an old house often en- 
tails major floor plan changes 
because old dwellings ordinarily 
have small living rooms, inade- 
quate closet and storage space, 
and poor kitchen arrangements. 


Partitions between rooms should 


be inspected to determine which 
ones could be removed without 
difficulty 
and which ones are 


bearing waiis helping support the 
weight of the house. A first story 
wall usually is a bearing wall if 
it is directly underneath a wall 
on the second floor. 


Removal of a bearing wall is 


more expensive than taking out 
a simple partition. A steel beam 
to support the weight usually 
must be installed. If an opening 
such as a large doorway or an 
archway is cut in a bearing wall, 
the load can be held up by a beam 
resting on posts at the sides of 
the opening. 


Frequentlj', the most inexpen- 


sive way to enhance the appear- 
ance of the exterior of a house 
is to use color. A home can be 
painted in such a way that the 
best 
features 
are 
emphasized 


while attention is detracted from 
less pleasing parts. 


If the roof line is ungraceful, 


the trim along the' edge of the 
roof should be painted an incon- 
spicuous color, and dark asphalt 
shingles should be selected for 
reroofmg. To draw attention to 
an 
attractive 
roof 
line, pick 


brighter' asphalt shingles. 
By 


drawing the eye upward, a light- 
colored roof also will make a 
house seem taller. 


If the proportions of a house 


are pleasing, its outline can be 
accentuated by painting the trim 
in strong contrast to the sidewalls.

xvas too awkward-looking and 
boxy for today's architectural 
standards, but well-planned re- 
modeling converted it into an at- 
tractive dwelling of conservative- 
ly modern style.

fashioned front porch. A new 
porch was added at the side of 
the house toward the rear. A 
front entrance way of traditional 
design was constructed. 


The hous^ was widened. The

Vandalism in Nation Is Expensive 


Somewhere in the course of our robust history we Amer- 


icans decided that vandalism and petty stealing were just 
good sport. It's about time we realize this happy lark is 
costing us millions of dollars, not to mention lives. 


People don't like to be lectured on this sort of thing, but 


how else can they be made to understand what's happening? 


The magazine Survey recently looked into vandalism, 


concentrating on highway, roadside and park damage and 
rounding up some of the startling figures. For example, 
California puts damage to highway signs alone at .$60,000 
in a single year. Washington state's estimate is $44.000 
and Utah's 837,500. 


What did the money go for? To replace road signs that 


, were shot up, bent, twisted, uprooted and carted off—all in 


fun. Said a New Mexico official: "We've never had a sign 
wear out from natural causes." 


Prom Arizona came a report that during one night 64 


•igns were wrecked by vandals on a 90-mile stretch of high- 
way. 
The cost Was $1500. Theft of a sign at a dangerous 


Oregon intersection was blamed directly for a fatal crash. 


Signs are far from the only targets. Texas has to rebuild 


its many roadside parks every three years. Tables, benches, 
outdoor grills are ripped apart and taken away, even when 
made of concrete. Marauders don't spare bronze dedicatory 
markers, either. 


National parks bear the vandal's imprint, too. A Yellow- 


stone Park official says people continually deface the area's 
scenic wonders, carving their undistinguished names on walls, 
geyser formations, trees and buildings. 


Worse, some shoot holes in the 10,000-gallon water 
tanks placed high on national forest slopes for use in fighting 
forest fires. The cost in burned-out timber is heavy. 


Damage to highways and parks obviously is -just a small 


part of the story. We all know what injury thoughtless, 
•elfish individuals do to monuments and other public prop- 
erties. Vandals don't exclude as fair game such shrines 
a* Arlington National Cemetery, where headstones are de- 
faced and graves are robbed of flowers and fixtures. 


The "fun-loving" citizens guilty of these shameful acts 


probably think of themselves as law-abiding And no doubt 
they believe their little pranks cost them nothing. 


They're wrong on both counts. Wilful destruction of 


property isn't condoned by law, whether the goal is sport 
or not. And the cost of this senseless behavior comes home 
to everyone, including the marauders, in the shape of higher 
taxes, less highway safety for our money, less timber for 
our homes, and permanent ruin to irreplaceable scenic 
splendors. 


When we confine our shooting practice to backyard tin 


cans and our name-scrawling to check signatures and college 
English compositions, we'll be on the way toward growing 
up. But right now the facts make us out to be pretty -juve- 
nile.

Medical World Still Seeks 
A Vaccine for Influenza

The high hopes which were held 


for vaccination against influenza 
two or three years ago have not 
materialized. 
This is no fault 


of the scientists who have studied 
the "flu" so long and 
BO hard. 


Rather, it is one of the common 
disappointments of medical re- 
search resulting from the fact that 
for influenza, like so many other 
diseases, new problems keep rising 
up to plague the investigator. 


From time to time influenza has 


spread terror over large sections of 
th« world Those who are struck 
down dunng the early phases of 
such epidemics may not be hit 
hard. 
As the weeks go by the 


disease gets worse. There is high 
fever and more prostration. As the 
epidemic spread* more people get 
sick at the same time and more 
develop 
pneumonia 
and 
other 


dread complications. 


Even when epidemic influenza 


is at its peak, however, those who 
go to bed at once and stay there 
until their fexer has been gone for 
«ev*ral days almost always re- 
cover. Unfortunately, when * bad 
epidemic 
is 
present 
numerous 


members of the same family may 
b<- laid low fit or about the name 
time. The one most nearly well is 
thus under great pressure to get 
up and take care of others. This is 
terrible risky.

One of the main attractions of 


Canasta is in* fact that any num- 
ber can play. Aa the answer to 
one of my readers shows, as main 
a* nx can play any one of three 
different ways:

A—The official rules of Canasia 


provide for three forms of the six- 
handed game. One u actually a 
four-handed game with a player 
from each side sitting out; and 
in the rgular four-handed game, 2 
decks with 4 jokers are u&ed. 


The other two games are played 


with all six players participating 
using 3 decks of cards and 6 jok 
era. Thirteen cards are dealt to 
each player. Two canastas are re- 
quired before a side may go out 
Red treys count 100 each, except 
that if one side gets 5 red treys 
they score 1000 points, while if on. 
side gets all six red treys the\ 
score 1200 points.

<fc—The top caurd of the discard 


pile is an ace. Our side needs an 
initial meld of 50 points. I hare ! 
aces in my hand. 1 know I can 
pick up the pack with Z of m.\ 
aces, but do I have to meld the 
third ace, too? Or can I retain it 
In my hand and meld it later? 


A—Yes, you may hold it in your 


hand. No matter how many aces

an initial meld, the pack is frozen 
to you, and you cannot take it un- 
less you have 2 natural cards in 
your hand that match the upcard.

That 
would give you 50 points, and now 
the pack would no longer be fro- 
zen to you or your partner until 
somebody discarded a wild card.

Moses, representing the industry, and Miss Josephine Roche, 
who has been I^wis' director of the fund. 


2. Welfare benefits are to be limited to union members. 


Operators had challenged a similar clause in the former 
contract as illegal, but reportedly agreed to it again. 


3. The union shop, requiring miners to belong to the 


UMW, stays in effect. Operators also had contended this 
illegal. 


4. "Memorial" stoppages after mine disasters are to be 


limited to five days a year. Lewis had used this clause in the 
past to call frequent strikes. 
5. The clause saying miners work only when "able and 


willing" is rewritten. This also had provided a union excuse 
for strikes. Rewording of the language—originally intended 
to relieve the UMW of legal responsibility for local strikes— 
was one of the "details" remaining to be worked out. • 


Coal operators earlier had disputed these last four 


points so bitterly they got the National Labor Relations 
Board to obtain a court injunction barring Lewis from seek- 
ing them in bargaining. But they gave in on two of them, 
the union shop and the limiting of welfare benefits to UMW 
members. 
The agreement is understood to run to July 1,1952, with 


permission to re-open it on some phases, including wage 
rates, on April 1, 1951.

the owners ran their own mines 
and kept all their profits. 


Then around noon Friday Presi- 


dent^ Truman prepared a message 
to congress asking for power to 
set up two boards—one to decide 
what was a fair wage for the 
miners and the other to decide 
what was a fair profit for the 
owners. 


Suppose congress okayed that. 


Then if the miners went back to 
work and the board decided their 
old pay was right and their de- 
mands on the owners were unjusti- 
fied, the miners would be in a sor- 
ry position. But— 


Both In Quandry 


If, while the owners' coal was 


being- dug- up, the board decided 
the owners' profits were too high 
and the miners therefore were en- 
titled to higher pay, the owners 
would be in a sorry fix. 


The president's message went to 


congress early in the afternoon 


and soon word began to leak out 
that after ail these months the 
miners and owners were reaching 
a settlement. 


At that time both sides were 


facing an unknown future and the 
loss of more millions of dollars if 
the strike continued. 


There's one other factor in there, 


and it seems a powerful one, which 
must have been working to get 
some of the owners to give in. 


Its this: Some of the shut-down 


mines were owned by steel mills 
which themselves faced a shut- 
down unless they got coal. They 
probably had enough of the strike.

State Department officials figure 
it costs about J277 to buy a man's 
suit in a Soviet store these days, 
despite the price cuts Moscow 
announced Tuesday. 


The officials started to check 


available price lists soon 
after 


the Russians (1) Fixed a gold 
value for the ruble at four to the 
American dollar; (2) Cut prices 
on a wide range of commodities. 
Only the percentage of the price 
cuts were announced abroad.

now buy in Moscow stores, State 
Department experts applied the 
announced reductions to price lists 
OB file here.
